They were 
found guilty yesterday of murder- 
ing their gang comrade, Ward 
Jones, at the Birger rendezvous, 
Shady Rest, last October. 

Millich’s counsel, insisting his 
client was a victim of popular ha- 
tred in Williamson County against 
gangsters and that the penalty was 
too severe, will try to obtain a 
new trial, but the county authori- 
ties are not exercised over that. 
From their standpoint, the import- 
ant fact is that a death sentence 
meted out to Millich is a warning 
to gangsters and a signal to the 
‘world that'the county is trying to 
reclaim its good name, 

Still Has Robbery Sentence. 


Regardless of the outcome of the 
motion for a new trial, Millich still 
has the greater part of a 12-year 
sentence for highway robbery to 

serve in the penitentiary at Chest- 
er. There will be no appeal 
Gowan’s case. 


Circuit Judge Hartwell will hear 


the motion for a new trial in Mil- 
lich’s case and formally pass sen- 
tence early next week. Appeal ac- 
tion on behalf of Millich is de- 
pendant upon the success of his 
attorneys in raising funds among 
his friends.

1800 Civilians Pass Army 
Tests at Citizens’ Camp 
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Applicants for Military Training Who Sur- 
vived Rigid Examination Take Up Life 
.for Month in Tented City. 


as nce 


Swiftly and with exceeding fine- 
ness the Army “mill” yesterday at 
Jefferson Barracks turned out 
1800 students, each one examined, 
ticketed, and in a uniform that fit, 
for the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camp. 

The students’ first glimpse of 
Army life was dazzling in specd 
and smoothness. Two hundred an 
hour went through the  miil. 
Gangling youths bronzed by. the 


prairie suns, eager-eyed* urchins 
and debonair young men in “plack 
bottom” caps and wide flannel 
trousers, lounged up to one end of 
the long and mysterous gauntlet of 
narrow tents that was the mill, and 
came out looking like soldiers. 
The very feel of uniform put 
snap into civilian shoulders. Casu- 
ally, there was little to distinguish 
them from the enlisted men. But 
there was a certain test—one leg- 
ging snugly wrapped and the othe 
baggy and precarious. An officer 
had wrapped one, and left the 
other to the student's unskilled 
devices. 

Given Uniforms That Fit. 

Here was the first taste of 
soldiering de luxe and _ different, 
whereby the Government means to 
“sell” its Army to the people. An 
officer in each of the dressing tents 
saw that each garment was a good 
fit or went back for exchange— 
and, not the least of his services, 
showed the newcomer how to put 
it on. 

Its effect on snap and morale 
was obvious. There were no lu- 
dicrous but humiliating reminders 
of the wartime policy of “take 
what you get and shut up.” 

Breakfast at 6:20 brought out 
550 student soldiers. They were 
swarming in from sunrise on, some 
loaded ‘down with bulging suit- 
cases, others with all their baggage 
in their pockets, many lugging 
along a saxophone, a banjo or, less 
collegiate but still popular in the 
whe:.t fields, a harmonic:. They 
came mostly from Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Southern Ii}inois, but 
there were a few from as far away 
as Texas. Hundreds poured off a 
six-coach special train from Union 
Station, where they had gathered 
during the morning. More than 
1200 reported for lunch, and nearly 
all had been through the mill. A 
city of tents the parade ground 
was ready for their arrival. 

Assigned and Given Lemonade. 

Across the field they marched to 
the chaplain’s huge tent, where 
each one’s ticket awaited him, with 


assignment to his company. A 
pause for sandwiches and lemon- 
ade—soldiering de luxe—and then 
into the city of tents, where each 
man deposited his baggage in his 
company street. 

Back across the parade ground | 
toward the mill. The way led past 
a group, already uniformed, loung- 
ing in the shade, while one stood 
in a tub of water, breaking in his 
Army shoes. Also past a portly 
Major, napping under his mos- 
quito netting with the walls of his 
tent rolled up for the breeze. More 
soldiering de luxe, 

Out of mufti in the first tent. 
Under a shower, and straight into 
the hands of the medics, a whole 
hall full of medics—and out ag@in, 
"O. K.” in nearly every case. 

A long line of Army raincoats 
over fat calves, scrawny shanks— 
bare toes curling up in protest at 
the gravel—winding into the cloth- 
ing warehouse. Feverish fingers, 
‘all thumbs,” in the dressing 
tents, and then, the finished pro- 
duct of the “mill,” students who, 
at least, looked like soldiers. 

In for Month of Training. 

Today they were sworn in, and 
a month of drill and sports and 
rudiments of military tactics, with 
extensive™provision for lively eve- 
nings including two moving pic- 
ture shows and two open-air 
dances every week, will teach them 
how to act like soldiers. 

When the month is over their 
obligation to Army duty will end. 
They will go back to the wheat- 
fields, the soda fountain and the 
campus. But the hired man will 
have seen a bit of the world, the 
pride of the sororities will have 
found that there is something dif- 
ficult and worth trying besides 
“those crazy chords Ukulele Ike 
plays,” and the drugstore cowboy 
will have learned that he has two 
hands.

IN CHECK KITING 
PLOT DISCLOSED 


Bank Teller Caught in 
Scheme After Two Years 
—Real Estate Dealer Also 
Involved. 


A check kiting scheme that last- 
ed for two years before a bank 
teller was ¢aught in a deal involv- 
ing the loss of $12,525 in the cash- 
ing of two checks was disclosed to- 
day, when warrants against the 
teller and his alleged accomplice 
were applied for at the Circult At- 
torney's office. | 
Charles Johnson, chief claim 
agent of the National Surety Co., 
went to the Circuit Attorney's 
Office this morning to apply for 
warrants against the teller, “who 
was discharged last May, and a 
real estate man. 

The teller was detected in a 
check juggling scheme May 24, 
according to ‘officers of the bank. 
Since then his manipulations have 
been under investigation by the 
bonding company, which must 
make good the’.loss of the bank in 
cashing the two checks, one for 
$6225 and the other for $6300. 

For two years, the bank officials 
said, the teller and the real estate 
man involved in the transactions 
juggled with checks before the 
bank caught up with them. The 
teller was discharged immediately 
and the matter put into the hands 
of the bonding company. 

The scheme that worked suc- 
cessfully for two years was to keep 
three checks tn circulation between 
the banks and the clearing house 
at the same time, it was explained. 
When the feller cashed one check, 
the other man would, hasten to 
cover for another check at a sec- 
ond bank before it had passed 
through the clearing house. 

Thus. the two always had: the 
use of the money represented in 
the third check. Accounts in two 
other banks were maintained to 
keep the scheme going, it was 
said, : 

The teller, a middle-aged man 
with a family, hud been an employe 
of the bank for seven years. Check- 
ing up, the bank officials discov- 
ered he and the second man had 
been working closely together, for 
whenever the teller went on his va- 
cation the flow of checks between 
the banks and the clearing house 
stopped. .

Summer Salad. 

Twelve little radishes, one cu- 
cumber, one head lettuce, one-half 
cup mustard dressing, 

Peel the cucumber and radishes 
and cut in thin slices. Have ready 
part of the lettuce, torn into shreda 
Mix the shredded lettuce, the cu- 
cumber and radishes, stir in dress- 
ing and serve the salad on beds of 
lettuce leaves. | 

Stuffed Cucumbers. 

Three cucumbers, one-quarter 
Pound American cheese, one-haif 
cup breadcfum six teaspoons 
butter, salt and gepper to taste. 

Peel the cucumbers and cut them 
in halves. Remove the pulp so as 
to leave a cavity in the middle. 
Have ready the bread crumbs 
which have been mixed with the 
butter, cheese and seasoning. Fill 
each cavity with the mixture, hav- 
ing little of the cheese sprinkled 
On the top. Bake the cucumber 
shells in a moderate oven for about 
One-half hour. They should be 
light brown. 

Oatmeal Cookies. 

Two and one-half cups oatmeal, 
two and one-half cups flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one cup mar- 
garin, one and one-half cup brown 
sugar. one-half cup water, one-half 
teaspoon bicarbonate of soda. 

Combine all dry materials except 
the soda. Rub in the margarin. 
Have ready the soda, dissolved in 
the warm water and stir in the first 
mixture. Roll out very thin. Cut 
With a cookie cutter and bake on 
buttered baking sheet for about 
10 minutes. 


IDEAL CUTS OF STEAK 


The ideal cut, for broiled steak !s, 
6f course, porter house. For two 
persons, I should use the cut that 
gives a fair sized tender loin. Trim 
the meat nicely and wash it with 
a cloth and cold water. Do not 
place the meat in water or the 
hices will be drawn out and thus 
ithe steak will lose some of its 
flavor. 

When you broil] the steak see 
that the wires of the boller are 
Well gréased and turn the meat 
from side to side quickly and fre- 
quently.

© you live to eat or do you eat 


to live? 


‘There is both a distinction 


and a difference between the two. 

If you just live to eat, you ¢- 
gage in the sensual gratification 
of your function of taste. You 
simply eat things because they 
generally keep 
on eating them until they no 
longer appeal to your palate. If 
you eat after this fashion you 
belong to the class of people called 
gourmands. If, however, you are 
of a more refined sense of taste 
you may still eat to gratify that 
sense without stuffing yourself. In 
that event, you are what the 
French call.a gourmet. But wheth- 
er you are a gourmand or @ gour- 
met, you are very likely to seiect 
your food simply because of its ap- 
peal to your palate and without 
reference to the physiological re- 
quirements of your system. 

There is certainly no harm in 
gratifying your taste for good 
things providing you do it with in- 
telligence. There is, indeed, every 
good reason for cultivating a fond- 
ness for goid thngs. The pleasure 
derived trom the sense of taste 
helps to stimulate appetite. And 
there comes in the quotation from 
Shakspeare 
“Let good 

petite 
And health on beth.” 

There was a famous Roman phil- 
osopher who was fond of good 
things but who ate them dis- 
criminatingly, although he fed 
them to his guests in great quan- 
tities. His name was Epicurus, 
He was a gourmet, although he 
made gourmands of his guests. The 
example of Epicurus has given us 
the word epicure, to designate one 
of refined taste in eating. 

- Jf you are an epicure, as I hope 
you are, I simply wish you to be 
an all-around epicure. By this | 
mean that I hope you will not cul- 
tivate a taste for just a few things 
that may not be good for you and 
fail to cultivate a taste for many 
other equally good things that

This is very important, for it 


is “Galled an unbelanced diet end 
Jan unbalanced diet leads to unbal- 
anced functions of your body. The 
person who just likes this and 
never likes that and won’t eat it 
is generally a person who is a 
crank to begin with and an invalid 
to end with. 

There has been an unconscious 
recognition of and adaptation to 
the natural law underlying a bal- 
anced diet for human beings. This 
recognition is found in the evolu- 
tion of the modern meal, or re- 
past, of everyday people. It finds 
its. highest recognition, perhaps, 
in the modern table-d’hote, in 
which the elements «- q@ well-bal- 
anced diet are always represented 
from the opening appetizers to the 
concluding nuts. It does not fol- 
low that, to secure a balanced 
diet, one must wade clear through 
one of the menus. But an intelli- 
gent selection of a soup, a fish, 2 
joint, vegetables and a sweet, in 
ordinary helpings, will afford a 
balanced diet of about the right 
energy-giving value. 

Although diet tables are given 
with both quantities and calory 
values of different foods, these are 
to be recognized as accurate, 
scientific determination, which i.re 
given as guides for only approxi- 
mate observance. -Fortunately, the 
physiological requirements of an 
ordinary health system admit of 
that degree of variation in diet 
that will gratify a reasonable in- 
dulgence in the matter of taste as 
well as in quantity. 

It would be absurd, possibly dis- 

astrous, for a healthy person to 
take up the fad of eating in front 
of a pair of scales on which he 
would weigh the quantities of food 
\vith reference to its varivus con- 
stituents and its calory values. 
Such an individual comes to be 
what we doctors call a dietetic nut 
-—~—just to use the slang of the shop. 
And a dietetic nut is a very hope- 
less sort of individual irom whom 
intelligent doctors flee as from the 
wrat.i to come. 
It is to keep you from being a 
dietetic nut that I shall write a 
few articles on eating to live in- 
stead of just living to eat.

The 
s0-called brook mint is the right 
Kind for this use, that growing in 
shaded damp places being super- 
ior in flavor to that grown in the 
garden. At the height of the sea- 
son, pick the mint and strip the 
leaves from the stalks after wash- 
ing, and put them in trays to dry. 
When dry put them in clean bot- 
tles and cork tightly for winter 
use. 


Chicken With Minted Cream 
Sauce.—Joint and boil the chick- 
en the same as for a fricassee. 
When tender, lift the chicken and 
set in a warm place to keep hot. 
strain off a pint of the broth. add 
to it a cupful of milk in which a 
tablespoonful of flour and a teas- 
poonful of cornstarch have been 
stirred free of lumps. Reheat the 
broth, adding the milk mixture. 
season well with juice of a large 
onion, pepper, salt, and a quarter 
cupful of chopped mint leaves. 
When thickened and smooth add a 
quarter cupful of heavy cream and 
pour over th chicken. Garnish 
with toast sippets and stuffed 
baked tom: ‘oes. 

Mint Sauce—Take three-quarters 
of a cupful of sweet cream and 
add to it a quarter cupful of su- 
gar, a dessertspoonful of tarragon 
vinegar and a tablespoonful of cid- 
er vinegar, a saltspoonful of salt 
and a half a saltspoonful of red 


pepper. Mix, then add a heaping 
tablespoonful of ..opped § fresh 
mint leaves. Use the sauce over 


thinly sliced cucumber and sliced 
spring . onions. This makes a 
hearty luncheon salad with bread 
and butter sandwiches. 

Frozen Pudding.—Steep one and 
a half cupfuls of chopped mint in 
one and a half cupfuls of boiling 


water. When cold, strain, add- 
ing a half cupfel each of lemon 
and orange juice, a smal! cupful 
of sugar, and set to chill. When 


ready to freeze, whip a pint of 
heavy cream, add to it a quarter 
cupful of powdered sugar and a 
half cupful of chopped candied 
cherries, the green ones, and the 
same of chopped fresh pineapple. 
Put the mint mixture into the bot- 
tom of the freezer or mould and 
turp the cream mixture on top, 
then freeze. Freeze by packing 
the mould in salt and ice to ’reeze 
like mousse.

From the Birmingham News. 


HE President has stated that he will 

not caii an extra session of Congress 
to consider promptly what every unpreju- 
diced critic regards a grave national prob- 
lem. When Mr. Coolidge made known this 
decision of his the Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican was sufficiently candid to state 
that, in its judgment, hardly anyone would 
deny that an extra session would have been 
called had this tragedy developed in the 
Eastern, or in the Northern, or in the West- 
ern section of the country. 

It is idle to state in the President's de- 
fense that he is waiting because he wishes 
to ascertain all facts so that he may act 
upon them intelligently. Sufficient facts 
have already been drawn to his attention 
to prove the need for his instant action. 
He has waited already all too long. His 
dilatoriness reflects neither caution nor 
courage. It reflectg nothing so much as 
it does his tragic incapacity for intelligent 
leadership In moments of crisis. 

What Mr. Coolidge is doing now illus- 
trates once more his disposition to permit 
bad situations to become worse, to let 
tragedies develop in cumulative form, and 
then when his countrymen are driven to 
adopt the Chinese maxim, “Thank God, the 
worst is come!"”"—come through Mr. Cool- 
idge’s Pilate-like washing-of-hands—to in- 
tervene with some anody} : of his own.

HERE seems to be nothing to do about 

women except to tolerate them. No 
effort to bar them ever lasts. Oxford Uni- 
versity’s decision to establish a female quota

SUNDAY LAWS. 
GEORGE S. LONGACRE, editor of Liberty, 
in the Church in Politics. 


UNDAY laws are wrong in principle. 

Sunday observance is imposed by certain 
church creeds. To compel a person to ob- 
serve Sunday is to compel him to be re- 
ligious, or at least to act as if he were. 
Sunday observance originated first among 
the pagan priests of ancient times, and 
later was adopted by an apostate Christian 
church in place of the true Sabbath of Je- 
hovah. Its origin and history are rooted 
and grounded in religion. Sunday observ- 
ance is no more civil than Sabbath observ- 
ance. Neither the first day of the week 
nor the seventh can rightfully be given a 
civil status. The civil government can 
rightfully deal only with civil affairs. The 
State may set apart a civil holiday to com- 
memorate a civil event, but it cannot right- 
fully set apart a holy day to commemorate 
a religious event. ‘ll sorts of secular trans- 


“actions are permitted upon a civil holiday, 


but they are prohibited on a holy day. Sun- 
day laws are wrong bécause they seek to 
enforce a holy day instead of a civil holi- 
day. 

There is no justification for Sunday laws 
on the ground of necessity nor in support 
of public morality. No man is compelled 
to work on Sunday any more than he is 
compelled to work on Saturday. The man 
who observes Sunday may be called upon 
to work on Sunday, and the man who ob- 
serves Saturday as holy time may be called 
upon to work on Saturday; but [f both are 
true to their religious convictions, neither 
will work. on the day he regards as holy 
time, and there is no employer powerful 
enough to compel him to work and violate 
his conscience. Both may have to refuse 
the job or surrender it in order to be true 
to their religious convictions. The man 
who observes Sunday coes not need a Sun- 
day law to help him keep his job
